BLACK LEGION’ GRUP

Hiram W. Evans, imperial wizard 
of the Ku Klux Klan, urged the fed- 
eral government yesterday to stamp | 
out the Black Legion, hooded terrorist | 
society. 
“The federal governnient has, 


brought kidnaping to an end in Amer- | 
ica,’ the burly Klan chieftain said, | 
“if the same efficient group of men | 
are instructed to go to the botesen of | 
the Black Legion, in my opinion, they | 
will end night riding in the United | 
States.” | 

Evans denied emphatically a state- 
ment to Detroit authorities on a mem- 
ber of the Black Legion, under inves- | 
tigation for the death of a WPA' 
worker, that its membership was built 
from rosters of the Klan. 

Resents Use of Name. 

“I resent the use of the name Klan 
and the cowardly attempts of inter- 
ested parties to shift the responsibil- 
ity for their evi] acts or the nonper- 
formance of their sworn duties to us,” 
Evans said in a written statement. 

“The Ku Klux Klan is opposed to 
terrorism and does not believe in any 
illegal action for any cause what- 
soever. 

“The outburst of terrorism under 
the leadership of the Black Legion in | 
Wayne county, Michigan, provides 4 | 
favorable opportunity for the duly | 
constituted officers of the law—na- 
tional, state and local—to combine | 
their efforts and bring to summary 
justice the perpetrators of the fou 
murders recently brought to light. 

Felonious Organizations. 

“Night riders, Black Legionnaires 
and the organizations of ‘Molly Mc- 
Guires’ have periodically terrorized 
portions of this country for more than 
100 years. Organizations that encour- 
age men who engage in such activities 
are felonious.” 

Evans pledged the Klan’s aid in 
stamping out the Black Legion. 

“To the limit of the strength that 
God has given us,” he said, “we will 
help, aid and assist the duly consti- 
tuted officers of the law in the proper 
performance of their legal duties. 

“No. man can buy immunity for 
crimes within the Klan. If any such 
criminals have sought refuge within 
our ranks, we will go the whole way 
to place them behind the bars.”

Commodity Act Empowers 
Wallace To Set Limit on 


Speculation. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—(>)— 
The senate voted today for stricter 
federal regulation of the nation’s com- 
modity exchanges. 

It approved, 60 to 16, a house bill 
to extend and broaden the grain fu- 
tures act of 1922 and sent it back 
to the house for approval. 

The measure would transform the 
present grain futures commission into 
a commodity exchange commission and 
give it authority over trading in 
grains, cotton, rice, mill feeds, pota- 
toes, butter and eggs. 

Under the proposal, the secretary 
of agriculture, who heads the com- 
mission, would be e wered to fix 
limits on futures trading to prevent 
excessive speculation in commodities. 
Legitimate hedging would be ex-

nactment of the measure, which 
was approved by the house last ¢es- 
sion, was facilitated when the last 
obstacle to senate approval—contro- 
versial cotton amendments offered by 
Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina—was removed. 

Smith, chairman of the senate agri- 
culture commitee, withdrew his 
amendments, chief of which was one 
to limit the opening position of an 
individual or firm in the cotton fu- 
tures market to 600,000 bales a year. 

Just before passage, an amendment 
offered by Senator Pope, democrat, 
Idaho, was adopted to provide that 
hearings on the promulgation of mar- 
ket regulations may begin as soon 
as the measure become law. The act 
would become effective 90 days after 
passage.

WASHINGTON, sf 29.—{P)— 
Halstead L. Ritter, of Miami, carried 
to the federal court of claims today his 


J contention that the senate’s action in 


removing him as United States dis- 
trict judge was “illegal, arbitrary, un- 
just, unconstitutional and void.” The 


suit is without precedence, 


The ousted judge claimed the right 
to his salary since April 1. 

Seeking a determination of the sen- 
ate’s authority under impeachment 
laws, Ritter declared no “arbitrary and 
unrestrained power” was intended by 
the constitution. 

The petition, filed by the former 
judge’s attorney, Carl T. Hoffman, of 
Miami, declared Ritter was convicted 
on an omnibus article of impeachment 
which set out no specific charge. 

Not Sufficient Ground. — 

On six specific articles, it said, the 
judge was acquitted. The seventh, 
bringing his conviction by a one-vote 
margin, charged Ritter’s conduct was 
such as “to bring his court into scan- 
dal and disrepute.” é 

The court was told the constitution 
allows for removal of civil officers by 
the senate only after conviction of 
treason, bribery or other high crimes 
or misdemeanors. 

“The facts alleged in the seventh ar- 
ticle of impeachment,” the petition 
continued, “do not constitute a charge 
of treason, bribery or other high crime 
for misdemeanor within the meaning 
of the constitution.” : 

The most serious offense charged in 
the article, it said, was misbehavior. 
That, it added, is not grounds for re- 
moval. : 

The petition said the seventh article 
was an attempt to place in a single 
eount all charges contained in the oth- 
er six.

| the best news for business, and there is no 
news in the business statistics this month. The undercurrent of seif- 
generating demand for heavy goods like steel, autos, cement and plate 
glass is continuing. It was stimulated considerably late in April and 
during the first, half of March because the floods caused orders to pile 
up. This is what forced industrial production up to 100 per cent in 
April and is keeping it at about 99 for May. If you level off this spurt 
and consider the figures for the first five months of the year as a whole, 
you will see these broad general facts: 

Factory employment has not improved since the first of the year, but 
pay rolis have. Production has been very near normal (average years 
1923, 24 and ’25), but employment has been only about 84 per cent 
normal and pay rolls about 75 per cent... Sales are good, farm and food 
prices somewhat cheaper, industrial prices firm. The railroads are doing 
about 70 per cent of normal business. Building is coming back, but not 
fast, and there is nothing like a boom in that line yet. In fact, building 
now is only about 46 per cent of normal.

CHART These deductions stick out on the monthly business chart of 
Statistics collected by the government, which follows. Each 
figure is based on 1923-1925 averages as 100, except prices, which are 
based on 1926. The production figure is a Federal Reserve Board index, 
employment and pay rolls are gathered by the Bureau of Labor statistics 
and the others are by business groups: outside the government.

You ean banish the fat if you cure 

the cause. The two causes of over- 
weight are glandular deficiency and 
an excess of as — 
food. The glan- 
dular overweights 
are in the minor- 
ity, the overfed 
in the majority. 
By and _iarge, 
overeating is the 
more popular 
cause of over- 
weight. 

You would pre- 
fer to blame your 
weight on some- 
thing over which 
you have no con- 
trol, like glands, 
the larger branch 
of your family 
tree or your 
age, but chances (DA JEAN EKAIN. 
are 100 to 1 it’s due to polyphagia 
- - - Surplus calories to you. You 
take more fuel than you burn in ac- 
tivity, and you store the excess in 
adipose tissue, 

No matter how pronounced your 
overweight, never resort to any 
landular extract to induce weight 
oss, except upon the advice of 
your physician. With normal thy- 
roid functioning, the use of thyroid 
extract may be extremely dangerous. 

Perhaps you excuse your abnor- 
mal weight as an accompaniment to 
a heart condition or to high blood 
pressure. Dragging around all that 
excess weight certainly doesn’t lessen 
the work of your heart or decrease 
your blood pressure. And now that 
we are on the subject, is your over- 
weight caused by such a condition, 
or is it the other way around? A 
reduction in weight will improve 
health sometimes to a marked degree. 
but under no circumstances should | 
an overweight with one of these com- 
plications attempt to reduce without 
the aid of.a physician. It must be 
remembered that, with heart trouble 
and high blood pressure, one must 
reduce very slowly and with great 
caution. 

Since overweight can bring about 
so many complications, precede your 
reducing with a physical examination. 
Deposits of fat blanketing the vital 


them and interfere with efficient 
functioning. It is essential to know 
just where you stand with adipose 
tissue. 

The line between normal weight 
and overweight is very finely drawn, 
because 10 to 15 per cent above the 
accepted averages may be normal! for 
certain individuals whose _ structure 
warrants more weight. However, 25 
per cent is considered obesity. In 
general, 10 to 15 per cent overweight 
may ruin streamlines; 20 per cent 
may constitute a threat to health, 
and 25 per cent is a distinct health 
liability. So don’t take your over- 
weight lightly! 

In sedentary life it is easy to over- 
eat. You may be eating what seems 
to be only a moderate amount of food, 
but if you continue to gain weight 
you’ are eating in excess of your 
needs. It is evident that your food 
habits are not adjusted to your en- 
ergy requirements. This food excess

Sun Needs To Be Taken in Moderation, Especially at First.

The winter had been long and cold 
and sunless. Spring had been cold 
and dreary. When the warm sunny 
days of summer really arrived it 
seemed as if the children could not get 
enough of the out-of-doors. Nancy 
and Lois found that they needed to 
watch the children with care lest they 
get sunburned. 

One mother asked Nancy why she 
was so fussy. “Don’t you know that 
children should be taking sun baths 
all through the summer? My doct 
says that there is no medicine go good 
as sun. I let my youngsters go out 
early and let them play to their 
heart’s content.” 

“I know that children should be 
getting sun, but [I think we have 
to be careful lest they suffer from 
over exposure. 

I started Susan with three min- 
utes exposure as she lay on a couch 
on the deck roof. I took off her 
dress and underclothes and let her 
skin absorb the rays. But at the end 
of three minutes, in she came. ‘The 
next day she stayed out for four min- 
utes, and the day after that she was 
out for five. But never longer than 
that without any clothes on. 

I have the sun suits for them, but 
I am careful to protect their eyes 
from the bright sunshine. They wear 
shade hats. I try to protect the back 
of the neck, too, in the heat of the 
day. I have decided that supervised 
sun bathing for a few minutes in the 
briefest of sun suits followed by out- 
of-door play in clothes that protect 
much of their skin is best for them. 
I know that I have given myself real- 
ly treacherous and exceedingly pain- 
ful burns by lying on the beach in 
the direct sunlight. 


We try to have a shaded place for 
the greater part of the play, too. Pe- 
ter put up the sandbox with the awn- 
ing stretched above it. And the play- 
house is set under the trees. 

There is no sense in overdoing the 
sun bathing, even though we have all 


been starved for sun during the win- 
ter.” This was a long speech for 
Nancy, but she had seen so many 
sunburned, bleached hair, eye strain- 
ed children that she wanted to sound 
a note of warning.

NEW YORK, May  29,—WSettle- 
ments through the banks tended lower 
for the latest week, but continued to 
top the 1935 aggregate. The total 
for 22 leading cities in the United 
States for the week ended Wednes- 
day, May 27, as reported to Dun & 
Bradstreet, Inc., was $4,725,152,000, 
against $4,689,790,000 for the same 
week of last year an increase of 0.8 

This contrasted with a gain 
8 per cent in the previous week. 
Clearings of $2,868,977,000 at New 
York city were 5.0 per cent under the 
1935 comparative, and touched the 
lowest point since the week ended 
February 11. At outside centers, the 
aggregate of $1,856,175,000 was 11.1 
per cent in excess of the figure for 
last year. 

The total for the past week showed 
a decline of $549,983,000, when con- 
trasted with that of the week preced- 
ing. For the corresponding two weeks 
a year ago, a drop of 94,412,000 
was recorded.

That Have Vexed the World

WHY DID JOHN PAUL ADD 
JONES TO HIS NAME? 


“He changed his name for reasons 
unknown.” 

So says history of John Paul Jones, 
the “wizard of the sea.” He was a 
man of mystery from first to last. He 
was born with the surname of Paul. 
John Paul and no more he had been 
as a Scotch laddie, when his bare feet 
had scampered over the heather; an: 
his father, an honest Scotch gardener, 
had been John Paul, pure and simple. 
Indeed, it is a well-known fact that 
John Paul had been a good enough 
name for our hero until he arrived at 
the age of 26 or 27, when he must 
needs don the extra surname whici 
scores of men have gone into court to 
doff that they might have surer iden- 


tity. 
Captain at 24. 

This precocious youth when 24 
w- captain of a Scotch brig, which 
he took upon two tripr to the West 
Indies. During one of these cruises 
occurred an incident which was held 
by some to account for his changing 
his name. Becoming involved in a 
quarrel with his ship’s carpenter, Max- 
well, by name, he is said to have flog- 
ged that insubordinate. One account 
gays he shot him. Charges of cruelty 
were thereupon preferred against the 
Scotch skipper, but were dismissed as 
frivolous. 

When in a few weeks, however, his 
alleged victim died, the charges were 
re~ived. Some say that John Paul 
was charged with the murder of Max- 
well and was indicted by a grand jury 
at his old home in Scotland. In any 
event he was not arrested, but the in- 
cident preyed upon his mind, and to 
prove his innocence he sent affidavits 
to his family in Scotland. It wae to 
escape the possibility of identifica- 
tion in the event of his capture that 
he added Jones to his name, accord- 
ing to this theory. 

Varied Accounts. 

Other accounts give quite a differ- 
ent motive. His brother, William 
Paul, had come to America in 1/60, 
had bought a large plantation in Virc- 
ginia and had entered at Charlotte, 
N. C., into a mercantile business in 
which he was engaged at the time of 
his death in 1772. His store wae in 
the same building in which George 
Washington was initiated as a Mason. 
John Paul came to Virginia in 1773 
to administer to his brother’s estate. 
According to one tradition, his de- 
ceased brother William, on coming to 
America, had been adopted by a rich, 
but childless relative of the name of 
Jones, and William hed taken this 
name of his foster parents, who had 

rovided that in case William Paul 

ones died intestate, his younger 

brother, John Paul, might inherit the 

property if he also should take the 
name of Jones, which he did. 
A Third Ttheory. 

According to a third theory, the 
little mariner went from Virginia to 
North Carolina to settle the estate in 
that state and there met two broth- 
ers, Allen and Willie (pronounced 
Wylie) Jones, men of a wealthy and 
distinguished family, who had been ed- 
ucated at Eton and who were very 
influential in political life. Being out 
of funds and unable to realize upon 
his inheritance until after many trying 
delays, John Paul became the bene- 
ficiary of these brothers’ southern 
hospitality. Colonel Willie Jones be- 
came his bondsman for $2,500 when he 
filed his papers of administration and 
attended to the legal side of the proba- 
tion of the will. 

Although a rough diamond com- 
pared with his distinguished hosts, the 
friendless little Scotchman’s pic- 
tureaqueness won their admiration and 
he gratefully accepted their invitation 


forthcoming.

John Paul determined to retain his 
southern plantation and become a res- 
ident of the new world. So, as an 
evidence of his gratitude, he assumed 
the surname of his benefactors and be- 
came John Paul Jones, a Virginia 
planter, possessed of several thousand 
acres of arable land and several hun- 
dred negro slaves. 
Received Commission. 

Soon came the uprising of the Col- 
onies and the War of the Revolution 
and John Paul Jones again followed 
the call of the deep. Offering his 
services to Washington, he obtained, 
through the influence of the Jones 
brothers, a commission of lieutenant 
in the navy of the Colonies, and by 
the long list of exploits which made 
him famous gained promotion to the 
rank of admiral in command of the 
entire American fleet. 

These naval exploits in the interest 
of American independence have long 
been a matter of controversy, and 
Jones has been pictured by some bi- 
ographers as a cruel and bloodthirsty 
pirate; by others as a cautious naval 
officer respecting the ethics of war- 


fare. 
Conflicting Opinions. 

Biographers have been quite as far 
apart in their pictures of the little 
admiral’s last years. According to 
some, he died in great poverty, ob- 
scurity and wretchedness. According 
to others, better informed, he went 
abroad after the close of the Revolu- 
tion and was lionized in London, 
where he became the intimate cf 
Burke, Fox, Walpole and others of 
their kind. In Paris he enjoyed great 
prestige. The king, who had made 
him Chevalier of France, during his 
last illness sent daily to ask for his 
health. If he had lived but another 
week he would have been an admiral 
of France, whose assembly rose to its 
feet and stood uncovered while a res- 
olution of respect was being passed at 
the time of his death. To two sur- 
viving sisters he left a comfortable 


fortune. 
Buried in France. 

Mystery spread its veil also over 
his last resting place. He was buried 
in the little Protestant cemetery at 
St. Louis, his y being incased in 
a leaden coffin that it might easily 
be removed to the United States for 
final interment. But our country did 
not seek to reclaim it until more than 
a century later. Meanwhile, Paris had 
seen the Reign of Terror and 20 years 
of Napoleon's wars and over the 
cemetery had been built blocks of sub- 
stantial tuildings. When we came ,to 
look for our hero’s bones, they could 
not be located. 

Body Recovered. 

Sappers were employed to under- 
mine the surmounting buildings, and 
all of the leaden coffins found within 
the limits of the one-time graveyard 
bore other names save one, which bore 
no name at all. It contained a corpse 
which had for some time been pre- 
served in alcohol. The legs were 
wrapped in tinfoil. A shock of dark 
brown hair reached below the shoul- 
ders and was gathered in a clasp at 
the back of the neck. The most ex- 
pert anatomists in Paris compared it 
with all the authentic busts and por- 
traits of John Paul] Jones in exist- 
ence and pronounced it as probably 
the body of that hero. With great 
ceremony, it was removed in 1905 to 
Annapolis, where it reposes in 
chapel of our Naval Academy.

ACTRESS BOARDS LINER 


Bannister’s Plane Flight

QUEBEC, May 29.—(/)—Ann 
| Harding, blonde screen actress whose 
former husband, Harry Bannister, had 
pursued her here to prevent her 
leaving for Europe with her seven- 
year-old daughter, sailed tonight for 
England. 

She and the child, Jane, sailed 
aboard the liner Duchess of Atholl. 
Originally passage had been booked 
for them on the Empress of Australia, 
which does not leave until tomorrow. 

Miss Harding was overtaken in 
Quebec by Bannister, who flew here 
from Montreal scarcely two hours aft- 
er she had established herself at the 
Chateau Frontenac. Secret plans were 
made when word was received the 
actress’ former husband was en route, 
and the party boarded the liner 
quietly. 

The Duchess of Atholl, which sail- 
ed from Montreal this morning, was 
not due to dock here. Miss Harding, 
her daughter, a nursemaid, an agent 
and a lawyer all boarded the ves- 
sel from a tender in mid-stream. 

There was still one more chance 
for Bannister to catch up. It would 
be possible to take a plane to a point 
200 miles down thé river where the 
pilots are dropped. The Duchess is due 
to pass there about noon tomorrow. 

Miss Harding, who claims court per- 
mission to take her child to England, 
announced recently she had given Ban- 
nister $100,000 to appease him. She 
accused him of repeatedly threaten- 
ing to hold her in public disrepute 
and to harass her.

This belief was sharpened as the 
cabinet discussed sanctions on the 
heels of an implied threat by Premier 
Mussolini to withdraw from the 
League of Nations if sanctions are 
not halted. 

_There were open rumors in labor 
circles of the house of commons that 
the government is toying with the idea 
of making a “deal with Italy.” 

Since there is a fortnight of grace 
before the League council meets at 
Geneva June 16, the cabinet delayed 
final decisions on sanctions until par- 
liament reconvenes June 9. Instruc- 
tions then will be given Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden. 

Official quarters reiterated the po- 
sition that Britain's interest in the 
Italo-Ethiopia dispute is entirely dic- 
tated by her league membership and 
she will do no more nor less than 
other members of the League. 

The laborite newspaper Daily 
Herald, reacting cooly to Mussolini's 
latest bid for Britain’s friendship, 
said: “One thing is wanted... 
resolute British policy. Given that, it 
is still possible despite past failure 
to win a victory for the League and 
for peace. j 

“Is there still hope for courage in 
Downing street or will this once 
proud country under the present lead- 
ership betray the world by vacillation, 
lethargy and indecision?” 

Dino Grandi, the Italian ambassa- 
dor, this week suggested negotiations 
leading to the removal of sanctions. 
Grandi and Eden conferred yester-
